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How to Reach 
Gilroy Hot Springs 


From San Francisco take the 9:00 a.m. train from 
Third and Townsend Streets, arriving at Gilroy at 11:40 
a.m. Between April Ist and November 1st, a regular 
daily automobile stage leaves Gilroy at noon, arriving 
at the Springs about 1:00 p.m. The stage fare is $1.50 
each way. Trunks 50c extra. Or take the 2:00 p.m. 
train, Third and Townsend Streets, arriving at Gilroy 
at 4:00 p.m. Private rigs or automobiles will meet this 
train upon request. Rates very reasonable. From Oak- 
land, take the 8:34 a.m. train from First and Broadway, 
connecting at San Jose at 10:30 a.m. for Gilroy, arriving 
there at noon. During the winter season, November 
Ist to April Ist, a regular two-horse stage leaves Gilroy 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays at noon, arriving 
at the Springs about 2:00 p.m. Returning, leaves the 
Springs at 3:30 p.m. on the same days connecting at 
Gilroy with the north bound train which leaves that 
place at 5:28 p.m. for San Francisco. 

Automobiles can make the trip from Gilroy to the 
Springs in 45 minutes, and from San Jose to the Springs 
in two hours. Automobilists on their way to and from 
the Coast should run up and visit this famous resort. 
The drive is over the best-kept and most picturesque 
road in the State. Every year increases the auto run to 
these Springs. 


Hunting and Fishing 


Fishing here is easily the best on Coyote Creek, which 
flows through the Springs property. While it is good 
throughout the early season, the best catches are gen- 
erally made in April and May. The fisherman needs a 
short, light rod, flies, bait-hooks, spinners, leaders, reel, 
line and creel. 

Around the Springs, at no great distance, deer are 
quite plentiful. During the season of 1916 nineteen 
bucks were killed within a radius of three miles from 
the Hotel. In fact, there are no better hunting grounds 
in the State for Deer and Valley Quail. 

The convenient location of the Springs makes it pos- 
sible for the business man of the Metropolis to make 
the trip to this resort on Saturday afternoon and return 
to his office on Monday morning. Taking the 2 p.m. 
train from Third and Townsend Streets and arriving

at Gilroy at 4, he reaches the Springs before 6, in time 
to enjoy the appetizing dinner that awaits him. After 
a hearty breakfast he leaves the Springs on Monday 
morning in ample time to connect with the north-bound 
train which arrives in San Francisco at noon. The ride 
on the train is short, and the drive from Gilroy to the 
Springs is over one of the best roads in the State, 
skirting the banks of Coyote Creek for nearly seven 


miles.

The main building contains 16 bath- 
rooms, sufficient for the accommodation of all 
guests; also cement plunge tanks, with cold show- 
ers for Ladies and Gentlemen. Sweat and cooling 


rooms adjoin the Plunge Baths, and are the acme 
of cleanliness. Graduate Masseurs, a Lady and a 
Gentleman, are in attendance from April Ist to 
November Ist. 


Amusements 


Amusements of all kinds are at the convenience 
of cuests. Quoits, shuffleboard, rings; cool, shady 
croquet grounds and delightful strolls over well- 
kept trails which lead in all directions into num- 
erous beautiful canyons. The diamond field is a

spot on top of the mountain one mile back of the 
Hotel. where small erystals are found which re- 
semble California Diamonds. Lovers’ Leap is one- 
half mile distant, a lovely spot to spend a warm 
afternoon. The Trail of the Lonesome Pine, an 
easy and delightful walk, from which point can be 
obtained a grand view of the beautiful Coyote 
Canyon and the surrounding mountains. The hill- 
climbers revel in the walk to the Flagpole on 
Lookout Mountain across Coyote Creek, and 
directly opposite the Hotel. A register is kept 


here where visitors have enrolled their names for 
many years past. Here one can plainly see Mt. 
Hamilton on the north and the Pacheco Peaks on 
the south. The cold Soda Springs are a few miles 
up the canyon, the waters of which effervesce like 
champagne. A short stroll brings one to the banks 
of the Coyote Creek, a beautiful stream which 
rises at the base of Mt. Hamilton. The evenings 
are spent with music and dancing and perhaps 
some planned entertainment. Saddle horses are 
to be had at moderate prices.
